Law Job for Galley Prosecutor 


Aubrey M. Daniel 3d, the 
Army prosecutor of Lieut. 
William L. Galley Jr. who 
criticized President Nixon for 
having, injected himself into 
the case, will join the Wash- 
ington law firm of Edward 
Bennett Williams this sum- 
mer. 

The law firm — Williams, 
Connolly & Califano — said 
yesterday that Mr. Daniel, 
who was separated from the 
Army as a captain on April 
28, was on vacation and 
would start work on Aug, 1. 
The 29-year-oId lawyer, who 
had practiced law for only 
nine months before entering 
the Army in 1967, success- 
fully prosecuted Lieutenant 
for the murder of civilians at 
Mylai, South Vietnam. 

When the President said he 
would personally review the 
case, the prosecutor wrote 
him a letter asserting that 
Mr. Nixon’s action had dam- 
aged the system of military 
justice.

It would be ‘‘too hard for 
the voters to sort out their 
prejudices” if he ran for the 
Senate, said Representative 
Robert F. Drinan, the only 
Roman Catholic priest in 
Congress.

I President Nixon nominated 
Ezra Solomon, a professor of 
finance at Stanford Univer- 
sity, for a post on the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers. If 
approved by the Senate, Mr. 
Solomon will join the coun- 
cil in September. The posi- 
tion pays $38,000 a year.
